“ There’s no question that 
the recent rash of burglaries 
in the Eastridge district were 
well planned and executed,” 
said Police Detective Victor 
Wright, who has b e e n as­ 
signed to take charge of the 
investigation into the thefts.

in such a short time, and the 
fact that no one saw the par­ 
ty or parties involved, we’re 
sure that this was no hit and 
miss affair,” he added.

$200 damage being done to 
doors and windows that were 
forced in the houses.

“ We’re not sure of h o w 
much was taken. We’ve ar­ 
rived at an approximate fig­ 
ure of $175 but it could range 
as high as $200 or more,” he 
said. 
Mostly piggy banks, other 
small coin containers a n d 
loose change w e r e taken, 
Wright explained. 
“ Some of the stolen arti­ 
cles were recovered near the 
burglarized residences. And 
all the items were brought 


to headquarters and checked 
for fingerprints.

“ We have a few leads to 
go on. but nothing very sub­ 
stantial just yet,” he said. 
The detective noted it ap­ 
pears that more than one per­ 
son could be involved because 
of the number of homes hit I 
and the short time involved.

The United Nations has indi­ 
rectly condemned Red China 
for violating the basic rights 
of Tibetans 
but

Ihird of the 82-nation General 
Assembly. 
The Assembly voted 45-9 
to approve an Irish-Malayan 
resolution urging respect for 
the fundamental rights of the 
Tibetan people to determine 
their own way of life. 
Twenty-six nations abstained 


from the balloting, including 
Great 
Britain, 
Fram e anil 
Belgium. The 3 U.S. Allies 
voiced strong sympathy for 
Tibet’s plight but they insist­ 
ed Tibet is part of Red China, 
and that the U.X. lias no right 
to interfere in the internal af­ 
fairs of nations. 
The Peiping regime made 
clear in advance that it will 
disregard the resolution. “ We 
will carry on the revolution in 
Tibet to the end. no matter 
how madly the imperialists 
howl,’* declared the Panchon 
Lama, 
the 
Communist-ap­ 
pointed ruler of Tibet, in a 
speech in the Chinese capital. 
Only the Soviet bloc voted 
against the mildly worded res­ 
olution. '1 he resolution did not 
mention Red China or the 
charges it crushed an anti­ 
communist uprising in the 
Himalayan land last spring. 
But the two-day debate that 
preceded the vote resounded 
with condemnation of Peiping. 
The Russians warned at the 
outset that discussion of Tibet 
would only aggravate interna- 
tioiiii1 tensions.
